Senator Crane was in conference all 
day with most of the Republican na 
tional 
committeemen. 
Today’s 
ses 
sion of that committee promises to he 
most important, as the contests in In 
diana are being heard today. 
They 
are supposed to furnish the real test 
of the contests in the northern states 
The seats of 
the four delegates-at- 
large and those of the delegates of the 
First. Third, Fourth and Thirteenth 
congressional districts are up for con­ 
sideration, and there is a terrific fight 
on over these Indiana contests. 
The 
Beveridge organization 
in 
the state 
was overthrown in the last campaign, 
and the Roosevelt Beveridge combina­ 
tion proposes now to overthrow the 
Taft N ew organization. 
The Roose 
velt-Beverldge adherents are making 
the fight of their lives on these con 
tests in Indiana. 
The Roosevelt captains here heard 
of the possibility that the California 
contests may he taken before the na­ 
tional committee and they telegraphed 
to Governor Johnson to come immedi 
atelv to this city. 
Should these t ali 
fornia seats he contested by the Taft 
people in the national committee, the 
Roosevelt delegates may be unseated. 
The four delegates-at-large from M is­ 
souri. headed by Governor Hadley and 
the ten delegates from South Dakota, 
were also taken up for consideration 
by the Taft managers. 
It was stated 
that if the facts warrant the national 
committee in looking into the election 
of the Missouri and South Dakota dele 
gates, it will certainlv do so. 
Ex-State Senator Flinn. the chief ex 
ecutive of the Roosevelt forces, has 
been in conference with members o f 1 
the steering organization which he has 
formed 
for 
proselyting 
work. 
Mr. 
Flin n sent 
telegrams to hatches of 
Roosevelt delegates in the many states 
for them to come immediately here 
and join this organization of Roosevelt 
delegates on the ground. 
All must be 
here by Wednesday morning 
As the days pass there is growing 
apprehension here of trouble. 
It was 
stated very positively by representa 
fives of the Taft camp that Mr Flinn j 
and Roger C. Sullivan, for many y e a rs 
Democratic national committeeman of 
Illinois, have hitched up an arrange­ 
ment by which the Roosevelt cohorts 
are to be swelled to thousands. 
When 
the report was brought to Colonel Sul 
livan's attention he said it was too 
ridiculous for a moment’s notice, stilt 
the Taft people s a y that their informa­ 
tion comes straight. 
The police chief of Chicago will he 
in conference with Colonel 
W illiam 
F. Stone, sergeant at-arms of the na 
tional committee from this time on un 
til the convention ends 
Chicago’s po­ 
lice chief is to furnish an additional 
supply of bluecoats at the Coliseum on 
the theory that, an ottnce of preven­ 
tion is worth a pound of cure. 
During 
the sessions of the convention it i ■; 
promised that there will he hundreds 
of bluecoats handy in the inside of the 
Coliseum. 
Even at this w riting it is 
evident that the scenes in the conven­ 
tion are to he the most tumultuous of 
any convention of the two dominant 
parties known to the present genera 
tion. 
The Taft forces and the Roose­ 
velt forces are so evenly divided that 
there is hound to be uproars and even 
ten fie clashes.
